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vaine, and if they could ſaveus, why ſhould they not be 
called by the name of our Saviour? But when Fay that 
faith onely juſtifieth, J meane not a barren faith , oz a dead 
faith without god wozks, ſuch as the Devils have : but J 
ſpeake of ſich a faith as bzingeth fozxth god works in great 
plentie, and can no moze be without god works, than the 
ſunne without light, and the fire without heat, oꝛ the water 
withouther naturall On: Jf you would knov3 why we 
ſhould do god wozks , if we cannot be ſaved by them, J 
will tell yon: we muſt do good wozks foz foure cauſes 
3 trſt, ts ſhe w our obedience to him that commanded 
us. condly , to glozifie him that created us, and oꝛdained 
god wozks allo that we ſhould walk in them. Thirdly , foz 
the mutuall love and charitie which we beare towards onr 
bꝛethꝛen. Fonrthly, to make our ſalvation ſure and certain 
unto us, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh. Foz theſe and other cauſes 
muſk we do god wozks : and pet we mult not truſt to be ſa⸗ 
ved by them: foz there is no other name given under Vea- 
ven whereby a man muff be ſaved , but onely the name of 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt. A do conſtantly beleeve and confeſſe, that all 
The Cano- the Canonicall Scriptures are the infallible Moꝛd of God, 
nicall that the holy Spirit of God was, and is the onely A uthozof 
Scripture them,and that holy men of God ſpake and wait them as they 
the infalli« were taught, and inſpired by the Spirit of God, as bleſſed 
ble word Peter beareth reco2d. J alſo beleeve that the holy ſcriptures 
o God. dogcontaine all things neceſſary to ſalvation , without all 
opiſhtraſh of unwꝛitten verities, oꝛ rather unwꝛitten very 
pes. A de further alſo bel ve and confelle that God the Fa- 
ther hath from everlaſting, and befoꝛe all wozlds, in his dif- 
cret counſell, and in his everlaſting purpoſe and decree, 
elected, choſen, and pꝛedeſtinate in Chꝛiſt Yeſus , ce rtain of 
the loft ſonnes of Adam, to be members ofhis body, and heires 
with him in his heavenly Kingdome, And other ſomehath he 
pꝛedeſtinate to everlaſting deſtruction, leaving themto their 
naturall ſinne and coꝛruption ſtill. Now it vou alli me what 
Her faith N and repꝛobation is: J anlwer , it is ve e ver⸗ 
in predeſti laſting purpoſe and decre of God, wherbyhe doth choſe ſome 
nation of fg ſalvation, and ſome to damnation. If you demand lohy 
God, and he choſeth ſome to ſalvation , and not all, finding them all 
what it Js. in like ſtate and condition: J anſwer , in chofing ſome fo ſal⸗ 
vation, he ſheweth his unſpeakable mercy , grace , favour, 
and love: and in chofing otherſome to damnation , he ſhew⸗ 
eth his power, his juſtice, and his judgement to all the woꝛld. 
Foz as bp the one the mercy cf Gov appeareth , ſo 1 2 
othe 
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ether we may ſer what we haue deſerned : And ff pon aſke ms 
pet, whyhe chuſeth ſome, and reteceth other ſome, J ell you 
be map doe it at his bleſſed will and pleaſure. Foz it J haue 
two debtors that owe me two thouſand pound aperce it is in 
me to releaſe the one of the whole debt, z to exact the whole of 
the other: fo2 to the one J ſhewed but mercy, and to the other 
but iuſtice.
